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Detectives Trace 
'Phi Bete' Key 
Missing 20 Years 

Found Among Loot of 
'Five Roses,' Key Belonged 
To Late Dr. Knowlton 

The wheels of the gods that grind 
slowly and exceeding* small have 
nothing on the Lower Merion De- 
tective Bureau. 

There is ' for example, the Case 
of The Missing Phi Beta Kappa 
Key. Originally the property of 
Dr. Stephen B. Knowlton, head of 
the English department at the 
Haverford School, the key had 
been missing 20 years. At any rate' 
no member of Dr. Knowlton's 
family had seen it in that length 
of time. 

Last week Lower Merlon detec- 
tives, headed by Sgt. James Smyth, 
were engaged In the routine busi- 
ness of winding up the case of the 
Five Roses, teen-age Ardmore 
boys, who were committed to re- 
form schools for a series of 19 
robberies here. 

Involved in the routine was the 
return of some hundred articles to 
their original owners: guns, blan- 
kets, costume^ "jewelry, cigarette 
lighters and" miscellaneous Items. 
Amone-*»e latter was a Phi Beta 
KaV>P>' 'Kay. The initials on the 
.WujC "S.B.K.," didn't match any 
of the names of the victims. There 
was a date, 1891, very dim, and the 
notation "Haverford College." 
Matched Initials 

Inquiry at Haverford College 
revealed that the only matching 
Initials in the class of 1891 belonged 
to Stephen Brooks Knowlton, who 
later became head of the English 
department at the Haverford 
School and who lived with his fam- 
ily at 'Acom House" for many 
years. But Dr. Knowlton was dead. 
No, the College didn't know any- 
thing about his family. 

The persistent detectives turned 
to the telephone directory. Listed 
among other Knowltons was the 
Kev. S. Brooks Knowlton, pastor 
of Tully Memorial Church, in 
Sharon Hill. 

When they called him, the sur- 
prised pastor told detectives that 
yes, he was the son -of the Haver- 
ford School Knowlton; yes, his 
father had been a* Phi Beta Kap- 
pa. His father's prized key, he add- 
ed, had been missing for 20 year*. 
"Would you like to come in and 
reclaim it?" he -was asked. 

And so, Tuesday afternoon, Dr. 
Knowltojt.held in his-hfcnd-ttre gold 
key, prized by "'scholars all bver-tn^ 
world, which he had last seen two 
decades ago. It was still ' hanging 
on a gold chain which he also 
recognized. He couldn't remember 
the circumstances under which it 
disappeared. But it was, without 
question, the same key. 

Still a mystery is the where- 
abouts of the key for twenty years 
and the way in which it came to 
be lodged in one of the Lower 
Merion homes robbed by the "Five 
Roses." 

The detectives expect to have the 
answer to that one shortly.

U. S. Must Act Now to Prevent 
Collapse of Europe, Pastor Warns 

Europe faces the possibility of should be in session right now to 
total economic collapse, with dire 
consequences to the United States, 
unless this nation acts quickly to 
prevent it. 

This is the opinion of the Rev. 
Dr. Allan MacLachlan' Frew, pas- 
tor of the Ardmore Presbyterian 
Church, who recently returned 
from a six weeks tour of Europe, 
where he had a chance to talk to 
national leaders and to study con- 
ditions at first hand. 

The U. S., he believes, is con- 
fronted today by a situation, "as 
grave- as at the time of Pearl Har- 
bor," and should take immediate 
action before it is too late. 

"The economic salvation of Eu- 
rope can be decided by our action," 

"If Europe is to be -saved for a 
free society, we must decide to 
give immediate and generous as- 
sistance. 

"We. ought to think in terms of 
a peacetime Lend Lease of at least 
25 billion dollars. 

"This should be inaugurated not 
merely as a gesture of good will, 
but .as the realistic basis of our 
own self-preservation.' 

Dr. Frew explained that an eco- 
nomic collapse in Europe would 
lead to ' the breakdown of estab- 
lished governments, followed by

civil' wars and a rise of radical 
elements. In self-defense, the U. S 
would be put ' to the expense of 
maintaining a mighty military es 
tablishment. Furthermore, with 
European markets cut off, we 
would have no outlet for much of 
our. production, resulting in a 
worse depression than ever before, 
Dr. Frew believes. 

"It seems conceded by milUary 
leaders that Russia is as far ad- 
vanced In bacteriological warfare 
as we are in atomic warfre." 

"But the bomb which most seri- 
ously threatens Europe today is 
that of economic collapse. At pres- 
ent it Is delicately balanced by a 
narrow thread. It is possible for 
the* U. S. to substitute a strong 
ateel cable if the nation rises to the 
moral implications and gives in a 
generous manner. 
' "Some observers think it is al- 
ready too late; that we might as 
•well write Europe off the map. If 
help i* to be given, it should be 
*iven quickly." >.

"With an early reconstruction of 
economic strength in Europe, the 
fear of Russia would, be dissipat- 
ed,' he said. "Economic health will 
turn the tide, providing always the 
decisions are made in the light of 
the moral factors Involved In a 
free society opposing a police 
state." 

The major need is to get Ger- 
many on her feet as an Integrated 
self-supporting nation, as her econ- 
omy is the keystone of Europe's 
economy," Dr. Frew said. 

"But first it is necessary to sta- 
bilize the French economy. If 
France could be freed from her 
fears of a resurrected Germany, 
she would forego her obstruction- 
ist tactics." 

In his tour, Dr. Frew visited 
England, Scotland, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Holland France 
Switzerland and Italy. He found 
conditions worst in dermany, 
where the division of authority be- 
tween Great Britain, France, the 
U. S. and Russia has handicapped 
recovery. Conditions in Italy are 
next worst. In contrast, Switzer- 
land Is an economic oasis. 

In spite of (he difficult economic 
and political" conditions, there are 
definite signs of a spiritual awak- 
ening in Europe, Dr. Frew says. 

"Aid given to Christian groups 
has impregnated them with a new 
sense of hops. The one voice sound- 
ing today is the voice of religion." 
Dr. Frew pointed out that 50,000 
churches in Europe were destroyed 
or damaged during the war. The 
surviving churches are handicap- 
ped by a shortage of teachers and 
ministers and of all manner of re- 
ligious supplies.

The problem of transportation for 
Narberth students w no attend Lo w- 
er Merion high schools was brought} 
to the attention of borough res- 
idents this week by the circulation 
of a petition asking the School 
Board to resume free bus service. 

Circulated by a group of resi- 
dents anxious to see the resump- 
tion of school buses which were 
discontinued during the war, the 
petition had been signed by approx- 
imately 40 residents at the begin- 
ning of the week. 

The petition asks the board to 
resume Red Arrow bus service 
throughout Narberth for the bene, 
fit of students attending Lower 
Merion Senior and Junior High 
Schools. 

The bus service was stopped at 
the beginning of the war by the 
Red Arrow Company and has not 
been resumed since. 

An official estimated the cost of 
the service to be approximately 
$4000 a year, which would have to 
be carried entirely by the Narberth 
School Board. ' 

The official stated that it Was im- 
probable that the board would be 
able to handle this additional ex- 
pastor °f| pense this year despite an increase 
in taxes. 

"Higher tuition fees and salaries, 
coupled with costly repairs to the 
school builidng, will take care of 
the greater part of any additional 
money received from the higher 
taxes," he said. 

Narberth parents, already bur- 
dened with increased living costs, 
complained that the lax should be 
able to take care of at least part 
of the bus service cost. 

"We find it hard, with several 
school age children in the family, 
to pay a higher tax and transpor- 
tation fares, too," on parent said.

On Main Line Apartment Project 



Radnor township officials, expect 
an overflow attendance at the pub- 
lic hearing Monday night ■ on a 
proposed zoning change to permit 
an apartment development on the 
Main Line Golf Course grounds. 

Representatives of the Radnor 
Village Corporation, the develop- 
ers, will come prepared with faCts, 
figures and photographs to defend 
the project against the anticipated 
objections of owners of some near- 
by properties. 

Because of the widespread inter- 
est in ' the project, Lower Merion 
and Haverford townships are ex- 
pected to be represented, at least 
unofficially. ' 

It Is also believed that a number 
of veterans, anxious to get apart- 
ments when ready, may attend to 
plead the cause of the developers. 

The public hearing will be held 
at the Radnor Township Building, 
Lancaster Ave., Wayne. 

In a communication to the Board 
of Commissioners, D. G. Kelly, on 
behalf of. the Radnor Village Cor- 
poration, submitted photographs 
representing the type of construc- 
tion intended, and sought to show 
that such a development would bo 
of greater benefit to the township 
than houses occupying the same 
tract. 

Such garden-type apartments 
would be "an asset to the town- 
ship,' Mr. Kelly wrote. "They will 
be beautiful In design, have spa- 
clous lawns that will be well kept 
by a special maintenance crew 
which will be in attendance at all 



times, and they will provide homes 
for the so-called 'white collar' 
worker, who has been so much de- 
prived of housing in a good loca- 
tion which is within his means." 

Mr. Kelly said the final number 
of apartments could not be deter- 
mined until the topography and 
profile maps were completed, but 
estimated that the tract would ac- 
commodate 1400 to 1600 families 
without crowding. 

He said garages and parking 
space would be provided for ten- 
ants and off the road parking for 
visitors. The developers would pro- 
vide their own trash and garbage 
collection orews, disposing of the 
garbage from one or more central 
locations. Laundry facilities would 
be, provided for all tenants, with 
outdoor drying permitted only at 
a stated inconspicuous location and 
at definite times. 

Mr. Kelly said the prposed de- 
velopment would offend no one, 
even though they lived adjoining 
it, but pointed out that few people 
would be affected in any way. The 
Radnor - Township School . Board 
has purchased. 80 acres to the 
South, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
runs to the Northj the Philadelphia 
and Western Railway runs across 
the Southern border, and Lancas- 
ter Pike bisects the property. 

If the tract were laid out in 
homes it would accommodate 670 
individual homes, and the town- 
ship would be confronted with 
ment, garbage collection, police

During the discussion which fol- 
lowed, it was alleged that, al- 
though present federal laws pro- 
hibit commercial netting and 
dragging of fish within three miles 
of the shore, commercial fisher- 
men nave continued to fish close 
to the shore, a practice that was 
begun as a war emergency, but 
which has not been discontinued 
since the close of the war. 

This practice, it was observed, 
grealy decreases he numbert of 
fish along the shore for the surf- 
caster.
